The bulk of the p eop le in

country follow the teachings of An­ 
imism (sp irit 
worship )

d i-in, the returned missionary said , 
but there are now 12,000 Curstians 
in the country as the result of the 
work of missionaries. 
(hie of the big achiev ements 
of 
the church lias lieen to train 
n a­ 
tive p reachers so that they are now 
being sent into China as American 
missionaries. All of the Protestant 
churches are 
self-sup p orting, 
Mr. 
Camp bell said , and those who hav e 
no p reacher listen to the ex p ound ing 
of the gosp el by the eld ers. 
Sund ay is a legal holid ay in the 
country , the missionary said , which 
is regard ed as a v ictory for Chris­ 
tianity , and the king is in sy mp athy 
with the 
work of establishing the 
Christian religion in the country . 
The country is a monarchy and 
emp loy ees 
Europ eans 
to 
cond uct 
and d irect its affairs. 
Prep arations 
are being mad e to p lace gov ernment 
affairs in the hand s of nativ es and 
1.17 y oung men are now stud y ing in 
America and Europ e to become p ro­ 
ficient for gov ernment d uties. They 
are getting their ed ucation at the 
ex p ense of the gov ernment. 
The returned missionary d eclared 
that relations between America and 
and Siam were v ery cord ial, 
Siam 
hav ing entered the war at the sug­ 
gestion 
of 
this 
country . 
A new 
treatv with the Cnited 
States has 
lately been negotiated , 
lie stated , 
which will bring about better trad e 
relations 
and 
allows Siam belter 
imp ort d uties.

Nex t y ear Jackson Township may 
hav e the d istinction of l« eing one of 
the two township s in Ind iana not to 
hav e a p up il attend school within its 
bord ers. 
The other township is in 
Delaware county . 
Tin* two school 
build ings in Jack-on town-hip were 
cond emned 
two y ears ago by the 
State Board of Health. Last y ear the 
time for comp leting p lans for aban­ 
d oning the two build ings was ex tend ­ 
ed until June 19 22, with the und er­ 
stand ing that 
110 further ex tension 
of time would he granted . 
A mov ement has been on foot for 
about two y ears for a consolid ated 
build ing in 
this township , hut the 
|MH« p le 
hav e 
not y et been able t«» 
agree on the ad v isability of build ­ 
ing at this time. 
Unless an agreement can he reach­ 
ed at an early d ate it will be nec­ 
essary to transfer and transp ort for 
the school y ear 19 22-23, ail 
o f the 
child ren of the township 
to 
the 
linsliville schools. 
There are about 
110 p up ils in the Jackson township 
schools. 
The schools of Arlington, 
Carthage and Center are more con­ 
v eniently situated for the transfer 
of the child ren of certain p ortions of

Dr. Munhall Says This 
Isn't 
Our 
Abiding Place and Cites 3 Rea­ 
sons for Believing in Heaven

The weather Tuesd ay was calcul­ 
ated to interfere with the attend ance

E. church; and it d id ; but 
nev ertheless there were lar.e num­ 
bers p resent at. both serv ices 
and 
the interest was sp lend id . 
The subject of d iscourse for the 
ev ening serv ice wa- “ Heav en.” The 
p reacher took for his tex t 2 Cor. 
5:1. This is tin* word of the Lord 
and therefore true, he said , and it 
was written with esp ecial emp hasis, 
as the writer 14 y ears liefore, had 
been 
p ermitted to look into 
the 
third heav en and saw ind escribable 
things, so glorious that lie afterward 
ex p ressed a d esire to d ep art to that 
which is far better than the things 
of time and sense. 
(Mir lad ies 
are1 
likened unto the tabernacle, 
which 
was temp orary for the d esert, the 
ev angelist d eclared . We are p ilgrims! 
this is not our abid ing p lace. 
Jesus 
said , he p ointed out, “ I go to p re­ 
p are a p lace for y ou” * * * and “ I 
will come again and receiv e 
y ou 
unto niv self.” The reasons lie cited 
for 
believing in heav en are; first, 
the instinct in man; 
second ,, the 
teaching of the 
sacred scrip tures; 
and third , Jhe d y ing testimonies of 
Christians. Dr, Munhall then called

FERTILIZER PLANT BURNS 
Sey mour, Ind ., Ap ril 12.— Fire of 
unknown origin comp letely d estroy ­ 
ed the p lant of the Buhner Fertilizer 
Comp any near here early tod ay . The 
loss was estimated at $50,000, which 
was not. cov ered by insurance. 
A 
new p lant will he built immed iately , 
officials of the comp any said . 


Its comp lete length is 21 feet, 2 
inches, which is as long as the com­ 
bined length of the p resent truck, in­ 
clud ing the horses. It is (J feet, 10 
inches 
¡11 wid th, and 7 feet, G inches 
high, and when emp ty weighs 10,000 
p ound s, and when load ed 
will ad d 
another 2,000 p ound s in weight. 
It has a wheel base of 159 inches, 
and

equip p ed 
with 
p neumatic 
tires, size 40 by 8 . The truck re- 
quires 27 feet 
and six inches to 
turn around . 
The hose bed will carry 1200 feet

Jury Gives Van E. Lewark Judgment 
of $87.29 Against John Gray 
in Court Today. 


SUM DUE ON A GARAGE BILL 


Indianapolis Concern Files Suit For 
Receiver For Metal Specialties

A jury in the circuit court this a f ­ 
ternoon award ed the p laintiff A an 
K. Lewark, p rop rietor of a garage 
in Glen wood , $8 7 .29 jud gment 011 an 
nt-count against John Gray , the d e­ 
fend ant, a resid ent of this city . The 
v erd ict was reached shortly after 
two o’clock, after an hour’s d elib­ 
eration. 
The suit was filed last fall before 
Justice Steeh, and was heard in that 
court where the p laintiff was award ­ 
ed jud gment 011 his comp laint 
for 
the 
account, 
and 
the 
d efend ant 
took an ap p eal to the circuit court. 
A jury was soon imp aneled 
this 
morning and tlie ev id ence quickly 
introd uced , and 
it was given ov er 
to the jury for d eliberation shortly 
before noon. 
Accord ing to the p laintiff, the hill 
was for tires, gasoline and oil for 
an automobile owned by the d efend ­ 
ant when he resid ed near Glen wood , 
and for which 
p ay ment 
was not 
mad e. 
ATr. Gray stated that in 19 16 
he p aid a hill at the garage, and at 
that time informed All*. Lewark that 
in the future he would not p ay any 
hills contracted by his child ren, un­ 
less they secured a written consent. 
It 
was on this theory that the 
d efense based his ease, and stated 
that lie was willing to make p ay ment 
on any item that he had p urchased , 
hut refused to p ay any hill at the 
garage 
which 
was 
contracted 
against his ord er. 
In the new suits filed tod ay 
the 
Fed eral Pattern Works of Ind iana­ 
p olis 
is 
p laintiff 
in 
an 
action 
against the Afetal Sp ecialties Alan- 
ufactoring Comp any of Alilroy , the 
suit being to collect 011 an account, 
and a p etition for the ap p ointment 
of a receiv er.

PEOPLE IS CHARGE 


Representatives Johnson and Wood­ 


ruff Demand Investigation of 


Fraudulent W ar Contracts

(By United Press) 
W ashington, April 12.— The Am­ 
erican people were robbed of hun­ 
dreds of millions o f dollars through 
fraudulent contracts made by 
the 
government during the war, Repre­ 
sentatives Johnson, South 
Dakota, 
and Woodruff, Michigan, republicans, 
charged in .th e house Tuesday. 
They demanded 
a congressional 
investigation and prosecution o f the 
guilty person by the department of 
justice. They introduced a resolution 
calling for appontment of a 
com­ 
mittee o f fifteen to probe ail con­ 
tracts made by the government dur- 
nig the war. 
Woodruff in a speech voiced num­ 
erous “specific instances" where he 
charged the government had been de­ 
frauded of millions of dollars in war 
contracts. 
Due of the biggest oí the alleged 
deals which he cited was the 
sale 
of stock of tlie Bosch Magneto ( om- 
pany seized by the 
alien property 
custodian, during the war. 
Under this sale, Woodruff charges 
the New York and Boston brokerage 
firm o f Hornblower and Weeks pro­ 
fited to the extent o f one million 
dollars or more. 
On December 31, 1919, Woodruff 
said 'the capital sto ck of the Bosch 
Magneto Company w as sold by 
the 
alien property custodian to 
Martin 
E. Kern for $4,150,000.

Evidence Does Not Show Any Great 


Advantage to Be Gained by 


Use of ^iquor. 


. AJfalfa i tea,-made, by ^pouring boil- 
ing water, on hay and allowing it to 
steep for a few' hours, or by stirring 
alfalfa 
meal into cool " water and 


straining' the/ mixture after several 
hours, has been liighly recommended 
from time to time.for feeding young 
animals, but the evidence reviewed by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture does not show any' great ad- 
vantage vto be-gained through tlie use 
of this liquor. -Some experiment sta- 
tions have found that pigs made better 
gains when cornmenl and middlings 
were mixed with alfalfa tea 
rather 


than water, but the additional gains 
were hardly enough to pay for tlie in- 
creased expense.. Calves fed alfalfa 
tea made poor gains and suffered 
much from scours. On the whole, the 
practice of making this tea for live 
stock should be discouraged, says the 
department.

a heat producer, the meter registers 
just the same and the bills vary lit- 
tle.

Few people would complain about
